Claims for 
ex emption 
are being 
filed and received ¡by the local selec­ 
tion board. 
The first 132 men call­ 
ed for flfiy sieal ex amination 
have 
seven day s to file their 
ex emption 
claims and the 
board 
started re­ 
ceiving them this 
morning . 
Some 
misunderstanding over the law has 
resulted. 
After the call has 
g one out the 
.men have seven day s to file claims 
for ex emption. Then after filing the 
claim for ex emption ten day s 
are 
g iven in which to file the necessary 
affidavits supporting the claim 
for 
ex emption. '¡Hie local board has dis­ 
covered that nex t 
Wednesday , 
the 
day the last batch of 44 men will be 
ex amined is the seventh and final 
day for filing the ex emption claims. 
The board has sug g ested that the 
men desiring to file claims for ex ­ 
emption do so on the day they are in 
the city to tak e the phy sical ex am- 
ation. 
For instance if a man is in 
the first forty -four to report, 
the 
board sug g ests that if he wants 
to 
file a claim he should do so on that 
day . 
The board, however, pointed 
out that Wednesday was the seventh 
day for the first 132 men 'to file 
their claim*. 
The lo cal beard to day appo inted

mo ng the first men called. 
One o f 
the claims fo r ex emptio n is that a 
man belo ng in the military serv ice 
o f the United States. 
Co mpany B 
will no t be in the military sendee o f 
the United States until Sunday and 
in the meantime no tices to appear 
hav e go ne fo rward. 
The bo ard has 
decided that these men will no t be 
ex amined fo r the present. They are 
to repo rt, ho wev er, acco rding to the 
o riginal call, as the bo ard must de­ 
termine whether they are members 
o f the co mpany . 
The law pro v ides 
fo r the po stpo ning o f ex aminatio ns 
where the bo ard is satisfied the men 
are members o f a military o rgani­ 
zatio n. 
The wo rk o f securing the 6 6 men, 
Rush co unty ’s quo ta, is go ing to he 
a hard o ne. Fo r instance, the ho ard 
canno t act o n ex emptio ns nntil ten 
day s fro m to day . 
The first affida­ 
v its must be filed by this time and 
then the ho ard has three day s to de­ 
cide, so it will 
really he thirteen 
day s fro m to day 
befo re the first 
men will he either denied ex emptio n 
o r ex empted. 
Befo re mo re men are called fo r 
ex aminatio n the ho ard 
will hav e

Washing ton, Aug . 2—A resolution 
for submission to the 
states 
of a 
prohibition amendment to the Fed­ 
eral constitution was adopted late 
y esterday by the~S£ na|e. * The vote 
was 6 5 to 20, eig ht more than the 
necessary two-tliirds. 
V , 
As adopted the resolution 
con­ 
tains -a provision that tbe 
states 
must be ask ed to ratify the amend­ 
ment within six y ears. 
The honso 
still must act on the resolution. 
> The 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendment is the first 
initiated by 
cong ress since that providing 
for 
popular 
election 
of United States 
senators, 
approved in 19 11. 
It is 
the first time that either branch of 
cong ress has approved a constitu­ 
tional amendment for prohibition. A 
few y ears ag o a similar resolution 
in the house received a majority , but 
failed of the req uired two-thirds. 
Prohibition leaders of the house 
now claim enoug h 
votes to insure 
Submission of an amendment to the 
states. 
When the resolution can he 
considered in the house is uncertain, 
bnt its friends will seek early dis­ 
cussion. 
The senate’s 
action 
came after 
three day s’ debate. 
All efforts 
to 
amend the resolution failed ex cept 
for the addition of Senator Hard­ 
ing ’s amendment 
fix ing 
the 
six 
y ears’ 
time 
limit 
within 
which 
threq -fourths of the states must 
ratify the amendment to make it ef­ 
fective. 
This was approved, 56 to 
23.

Go v ernment Inco nsistency 
While the go v ernment 
is issu ing 
bu lletins 
daily 
co mmending 
the 
newspapers fo r their lo y al su ppo rt 
o f the Red Cro ss, the Liberty Lo an 
and the co nscriptio n 
law and 
its 
o peratio ns, co ngress is pro po sing to 
lev y 
a special 
tax 
no t as o ther 
ifcrms o f bu siness arc to be tax ed 
du ring the war, bu t u nder a special 
pro v isio n calling fo r a discriminat­ 
ing tax as well as a higher po stage 
rate. 
It is estimated co nserv ativ ely by 
au tho rities that the newspapers 
o f 
the United States gav e $50,000,000 
wo rth o f space free o f charge to 
the Liberty Lo an campaign. 
They 
su ppo rted the Red Cro ss war fu nd 
and made it a su ccess. 
The draft 
idea was u npo pu lar in this co u ntry 
becau se o f abu se to which it was 
pu t du ring the civ il war, and when 
the go v ernment decided o n a 
new 
draft principle it appealed to 
the 
newspapers fo r space 
in which to 
ex plain it. 
The Indianapo lis News 
lately had a v ery appro priate edi­ 
to rial o n this v ery su bject, po int­ 
ing o u t that 
the 
newspapers 
no t 
o nly gav e the space to help 
the 
draft, bu t that they went farther 
and pu t into 
plain 
langu age 
the 
labo red go v ernment essay s o n 
the 
su bject. 
Co ntinu ing the News su ms 
u p the po sitio n o f the newspapers in 
relatio n to the war: 
The nex t step was the registra­ 
tio n. 
(In preparing the cards, 
o r­ 
ganizing the districts and ex plain­ 
ing the pro cess o f the law, the go v ­ 
ernment printing 
o ffice carried the 
ex pense, bu t becau se 
it 
had 
no 
means o f go ing directly to the men 
o f registratio n age, the go v ernment 
again appealed to the newspapers, 
and again the newspapers respo nd­ 
ed with hu ndreds o f co lu mns 
o f 
space. 
The 
last 
stage was 
the 
drawing o f draft nu mbers, a pro cess 
in which the go v ernment to o k 
the 
smallest part. 
In fact, it is pro b­ 
able 
that 
the 
newspapers 
hav e 
bo rne 9 0 per cent, 
o f the entire 
co st o f the draft. 
This is entire­ 
ly aside fro m the space which they 
gav e to Red 
Cro ss 
and 
Liberty 
bo nd pu blicity . 
The 
co ngressio nal pro po sal 
to 
place what amo u nted to a destru c­ 
tiv e tax o n the new’spaper bu siness 
was regarded by many as the wo rk 
o f perso ns in Washingto n who had 
reaso n to fear the resu lts o f pu b­ 
licity co ncerning their reco rds, bu t 
the newspapers hav e no t been de­ 
ceiv ed into taking a v indictiv e at­ 
titu de and in retaliatio n deny ing the 
go v ernment the u se o f their facili­ 
ties. This wo u ld acco mplish ano ther 
pu rpo se o f the 
pro po nents 
o f the 
newspaper tax , namely the crippling 
o f the go v ernment and the strength­ 
ening o f Germany . 
It is believ ed 
that /bv this time the go v ernment is 
co nv inced o f the patrio tism o f the 
newspapers and that is su spects the 
mo tiv es o f tho se in co ngress wTho 
wo u ld prefer that eo ngrqss wo rk «in 
I,the dark. 
The newspapers in sho rt 
hav e been an arm o f the go v ern­ 
ment, and to tax them o u t o f ex ist­ 
ence w’o u ld be su icidal.

Chairman of Emergency Flee Cor­ 
poration Says Construction is 
of Vital Importance. 


SH|P 
BUILDERS 
WILL 
MEET 


( By Unitad Preaa.) 
Washington, 
Aug. 2.—Both steel 
and wooden ships must be built and 
built quickly, Rear Admiral Capp, 
chairman of the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation told ship builders here 
today. 
“Matters brought to my attention 
only this morning indicates the vital 
importance of pressing this construc­ 
tion program. 
We are in this war 
far more seriously than a vast ma­ 
jority realize,” Capp declared. 
It was his first public utterance 
since taking charge of the ship build­ 
ing work for the government. 
The 
meeting of ship builders was called 
by Chairman 
Hurley of the 
ship 
hoard 
following reports 
that men 
were 
delaying work to gain more 
profitable schedules.

much as a single carrot purchased 
when

cheap. 
This first story is to tell you why 
fruit and vegetable drying at home 
is important. 
The other seven ar­

tell you principles and methods of 
drying, how 
to 
prepare
